M U's Diversity and Inclusion Council hosts Black 
Lives Matter Unity March

MU students, faculty and staff 
gathered in front of Elliott Hall 
to participate in the Black Lives 
Matter Unity March presented 
by the University’s Diversity and 
Inclusion Council. 

The Spirit and Pride of 
Pennsylvania marching band, 
directed by Dr. Adam Brennan, 
played the MU fight song, “Red 
and Black” and “Don’t You Worry 
‘Bout A Thing” by Stevie Wonder, 
while, students collected poster 
paper and markers from Diversity 
the Inclusion Council staff and 
made protest signs to carry while 
marching. Some slogans included, 
“I will never understand, but I 
stand,” “If you don’t stand for 
something, then you will fall for 
anything” and “The system isn’t 
broken, it was built this way.” 

Provost John Ulrich was the 
first principal speaker, relaying 
the words of President Charles 
Patterson, who was self-quarantined 
during the event due to campus 
regulations. “Racism, combined 
with pandemic challenges, create a 
multiplying effect,” Provost Ulrich 


read. “So now more than ever, it has 
come upon each of us to speak up, 
and speak out against racism and 
racial inequality. Educate yourself 
about oppression. Call out biased 
language or behavior. Call out 
friends and family members who 
say racist things.” 

SGA Vice President Zhamya 
Hampton spoke second, “As a 
black woman, student, leader, and 
mentor, I rise to bring the whole 
student body and community 
together as we address some of 
the very rooted problems in our 
community..! would like to ask 
for y’all to take a second and put 
your right hand on your heart. 
You feel that? We all have one but 
some of us seem to be hurting. We 
need to do our part as leaders and 
learners to step out and support, 
question, educate, and advocate for 
something that we all have yet some 
seem to forget.” 

Black Student Union Vice 
President GG Murray followed, 
“Why is it that the color of my 
skin must fail me and my people 
repeatedly? When will there be 
a time that you will look at me 
and see me for my beauty? When 


will it be when I can scream ‘I 
can’t breathe’ and you will fully 
understand me?...My name is not 
the name of an angry black woman. 
But yet Em mad. My name is how 
you get to know me. My name is 
the name that will ring bells later 
in life for my accomplishments, 
and not by my death at the fault of 
someone who didn’t get the chance 
to know my name.” 

Monae Bishop concluded the 
speaker lineup, “Why are we 
treated as problems way before we 
are treated as people? Somehow 
all of these questions have gone 
unanswered but yet my people are 
still dying. America, we just want 
to feel comfortable in our own 
country Is this too much to ask? 
When routine traffic stops makes 
us tremble and pray that we make 
it back to see our families, how can 
you say that there is not a problem 
when our brothers can’t wear their 
hoodies on their heads in the winter 
because they are afraid to be gunned 
down for being suspicious?... 
The problem is our Black History 
Month starts off with slavery This 
is a psychological mistake - better 
yet, a mental illness - to introduce 


the history of black people with 
them being enslaved...Before we 
became slaves, we were kings and 
queens. Why don’t we hear about 
this in our history books?” 

Once the speakers concluded, 
students, faculty and staff lined 
up, spread out to abide by social 
distancing regulations and marched 
the planned route around and 
through the campus. Murray led 
the congregation in chants listed 
in the Unity March programs. “We 
can (do more). We will (do more).” 
“Black lives (matter).” “No justice 
(no peace).” 

The route circled Elliott Hall along 
Highway 6, past Belknap and Retan, 
through campus to South Hall 
Mall, and around the President’s 
house where Dr. Patterson and Eirst 
Lady Colleen Patterson waved from 
the front porch. 

following the event, BLM signs 
are posted all around campus, even 
in locations nowhere near the event 
itself, declaring: “Hate has no home 
here,” as well as selected quotes, 
“Injustice anywhere is a threat to 
justice everywhere” (Martin Luther 
King Jr.).

The new college experience and expectations

I think we're going about this 
semester back on campus all wrong. 

A fog of new rules and 
consequences masks every inch 
of campus. Individuals who just 
forget their masks are barraged with 
verbal warnings of being written up 
and evicted. Enrolled students are 
forced to deal with a sea of online 
formats and Zoom schedules, 
while not getting to participate in 
any of the events MU offered in 
previous years. Paying residents 
can't find places to socialize in the 
dorms or elsewhere on campus, and 
every single building has a mask 
requirement. 

It can't be fair. 

What's the point of all of these 
regulations? The student body is 
generally isolated to campus, most 
students, because of our age bracket, 
are unlikely to be grievously affected 
by the coronavirus, and many 
might not even show symptoms. If 
the virus reaches MU, the students 
who contract it can self-quarantine, 
and the campus can continue to 
function normally. 

These points raise legitimate 


concern to students' experience on 
campus this year, and how public 
institutions should handle a once- 
in-a-lifetime pandemic that has 
lacerated the world. 

A poster display has been put 
up right outside Alumni Hall, 
declaring, "TOGETHER, we can 
do this." President Gharles Patterson 
sent an email on August 27, 2020, 
that stated this differently, "Our 
collective efforts, together, will help 
protect our families, friends, and 
communities." And Vice President 
for Student Affairs JoEllen Lindner 
put in a semester plan on August 
12, 2020, "Though we may be 
temporarily apart, together we are 
stronger." The message of unity 
runs through each of these slogans. 

Now, this probably isn't 
advocating for "suffer for the 
greater good" mottos and t-shirts, 
but students have been made well 
aware of the inconveniences we 
have to face this semester, as well as 
the consequences for not respecting 
guidelines. 

The University of Alabama (pop. 
38,000), as of September I, 2020, 
confirmed 803 positive cases on 
campus and is transitioning to fully 


online delivery of classes. UNG- 
Ghapel Hill (pop. 29,500) has 
switched to fully remote learning 
and asked all students besides 
around 950 to move off campus, 
and as of September 6, 2020, has 
had 1,100 positive cases. PASSHE 
schools Bloomsburg University 
(pop. 8,700) have reported at 
least 249 cases, and Lock Haven 
University (pop. 3,200) has reported 
at least 50, and both universities 
are considering or implementing 
virtual classes and reducing the 
number of students on campus. 
The PASSHE universities have 
both cited off-campus gatherings 
as the primary cause of GOVID-I9 
spread. 

Mansfield University (pop. 1,600), 
has around 550 students on campus, 
following strict guidelines, and 
most of its enrollment learn online 
through Zoom and Desire2Learn. 
As of September 6, MU has only 
one reported case, which according 
to a broadcast from the President’s 
Office, was closely monitored and 
contained. 

The consequences are real: as of 
September 6, 2020, around 20 
students on campus have been sent 


home, and resident assistants (RA’s) 
and other supervisors have been 
instructed to write up individuals 
for even one infraction of health 
and safety regulations. UNG- 
Ghapel Hill took action when the 
number of cases nearly reached a 
designated five percent limit, which 
is around 1,400 students of their 
maximum enrollment. That is just 
27 individuals for MU’s population 
on campus. 

27 individuals could have a pretty 
decent-sized party off-campus, 
outside the jurisdiction of university 
guidelines. Five groups of six people 
could probably sneak past their RA’s 
and hang out together in a dorm 
(with a limit of four) room, just 
for a bit. But either action could 
trigger a series of events ending 
in the remaining MU population 
to be sent home for the semester, 
and throw the Spring semester into 
limbo. 

In many situations, college 
included, rules are viewed “by 
the letter.” Find and abide by any 
loopholes, or judge, “That rule 
doesn’t apply to me - it’s just for the 
rest of campus.” And for something 
like the turnaround spots in the 


middle of the highway that says 
“for emergency vehicle use only,” 
99 percent of the time, there are no 
consequences. 

But where this coronavirus is 
concerned, the “spirit” of the 
law absolutely must be followed. 
The MU community can’t find 
loopholes, decide that you’re being 
safe enough, or get away with a sick 
party off-campus. The intention 
of every mask, health and safety 
regulation and infraction write¬ 
up is to prevent the spread of 
GOVID-I9, and any attempt to 
subvert them is irresponsible to the 
university, and the near future of 
each student on campus. 

No administrator or health advisor 
for MU wants to give students a 
college experience so suffocated 
they would rather forget it. And 
the decision was made to give the 
students the choice. Together, 
we can prove our collective effort 
and spirit to survive a worldwide 
epidemic from our beautiful 
Mansfield campus, or we can spend 
it together off campus, complaining 
about how it’s unfair we can’t be on 
campus.

The Student Government 
Association (SGA) held its weekly 
meeting via Zoom. 

SGA Fund Balance: $57,050.00 

GOF Fund Balance: $531,717.54 

The minutes of the previous 
meeting were tabled for the 
next meeting due to their 
incompletion. President Dr. 
Patterson gave a quick report 
that welcomed students to the 
first week of classes. Overall, 
he is very proud of Mansfield 
students taking actions to 
follow guidelines and maintain 
social distancing. However, 
the university stands firm in its 
policies and students have been 
sent home for noncompliance. 
He called upon all student leaders 
to help the University ensure 
a healthy atmosphere. Senator 
Breona Roosa asked what the 
spring semester may look like, 
and Dr. Patterson responded 
that it will most likely mirror 
the fall in terms of the number 
of students on campus and how 
many in-person classes are being 
held.

Conversations interviews President Patterson

and interviews President Patterson 
for the premiere episode. 

The series plans to feature in- 
depth interviews with staff, faculty, 
students and other members of the 
campus community; new episodes 
are to be released every other week 
on YouTube, Apple Podcasts and 
Spotify. Engineers for the podcast 
are Multimedia Specialists Houston 
Baker and Mark Polonia and 
Communication Professor Andrew 
Longcore.

The first episode begins with 
Patrick asking Dr. Patterson how 
he went from being a Biochemistry 
major to the President of Mansfield 
University. He explained that 
he was an untraditional student 
throughout his undergraduate and 
graduate career and knew early on 
in his schooling that he wanted 
to be something else other than a 
“traditional bench scientist faculty 
member.” He was very involved 
in administrative committees and 
enjoyed the overall process very 
much. “I got a lot of pride in seeing 
others succeed and helping them 


succeed, so that was the pivot for 
me. I had a nontraditional career,” 
he said. 

Many other positions led to Dr. 
Pattersons Presidency at Mansfield. 
His first position after completing 
his Ph.D. in Biochemistry was at 
Baylor University in Waco, Texas, as 
an Assistant Director for Sponsored 
Programs. At this point, he “wore 
many hats” and had many different 
responsibilities. Speaking from this 
experience, he encouraged others to 
try new things and not be afraid to 
fail. 

Dr. Patterson then began 
to work at Georgia Southern 
University, where he spent nearly 
ten years of his career. He held 
many different positions at this 
institution, including Dean of 
the Graduate College and Vice 
President for Research & Economic 
Development. All of these positions 
gave him a vast array of experience 
that he uses to this day. 

Georgia Southwestern State 
University was Dr. Pattersons next 
stop in his career. He served as 
the Interim President for two and 
a half years and successfully grew 
enrollment at the institution. “It was 
an opportunity; a door opened, and 
I walked through it.” Patrick then 
asked Dr. Patterson about his last 
step before Mansfield University, 
when he served as the Senior 
Advisor for Executive Outreach at 


the U.S. Department of Education. 
The Chief Operating Officer at 
the Office of Federal Student Aid 
reached out to Dr. Patterson and 
asked him to join his team, valuing 
his prior experience as an Interim 
President. He remarked that it 
was an interesting experience, and 
it allowed him to bring a different 
aspect to future positions. 

Patrick then asked the classic 
question, “Why Mansfield?” Dr. 
Patterson responded that other 
opportunities came his way, but 
Mansfield was a jewel. “People 
come to Mansfield and fall in love 
with it, doesn’t matter if you’re 
a faculty, a staff, a student, or 
president, once you’re on campus, 
it’s beautiful.” He also noted that the 
state of Pennsylvania is innovative 
regarding the sustainability of 
higher education. Being at the 
forefront of this change interested 
Dr. Patterson, and he felt that he 
could make a difference in the state 
university system as well, which 
benefits all Pennsylvania students. 

Dr. Patterson recalls his first days 
at Mansfield fondly. First, he moved 
his family from D.C., and then he 
spent the few first weeks with the 
previous Interim President, Peter 
Fackler. During this time. Dr. 
Patterson was eased into the position 
and met many staff and faculty. 
During the summer, when he spoke 
in front of prospective students and 


freshmen at orientations, he gave 
out his personal phone number and 
invited people to contact him and 
ask any questions that they had. 
When Patrick asked if he regretted 
this decision, Patterson replied, 
“not at all.” Throughout the entire 
interview, he stresses the importance 
of the relationship between the 
President and students. The act 
of sharing his phone number is 
just one of many instances of his 
closeness with students on campus. 

Patrick then asked what the 
challenges are when adapting to the 
new normal that now exists because 
of the pandemic. Dr. Patterson 
responded, “The decisions that we 
make are assessing and reacting to 
what is around us, and that is what 
we continue to do throughout 
the fall semester.” He noted that 
if parents and students had not 
expressed their willingness to be 
on campus, all instruction would 
be online. The balance of trying 
to keep students safe while also 
content with their educational 
situation is difficult to achieve. 

Dr. Patterson then added that he 
sometimes plays games on his phone 
or rides his motorcycle to unwind. 
However, he also expressed that 
he does not have a specific outlet. 
“This job is 24/7. It’s a good thing, 
it is. I’m not complaining at all. The 
job is not a job, it’s a lifestyle. And 
that’s what I love about it.”

Brianna Morgan 
reported that SPGEA’s service 
project with Gharlotte Lappla 
Elementary School is in progress. 

During new business. Treasurer 
Sarah Hart motioned to entertain 
an allocation request for the 
E-Sports Glub for $1,829.95.

Hart reported that 
these items are necessary for the club 
to function. Mastroianni added 
that it is important to support any 
clubs that can function normally 
when the semester is mostly 
online. The request was approved. 
Kenneth Pate was then approved as 
a Representative for WNTE Radio. 

faculty Advisor Dr. Kane 
reported that the GOVID tracker 
website is live and that there are 
six total reported and confirmed 


student cases on campus. He also 
announced that there is going to 
be random testing within the next 
few weeks. About 200 students 
will be asked to participate in 
the random testing so that the 
university has a better idea of 
how many cases are really on 
campus. If there is a large number 
of positive cases, in-person classes 
may be stopped for two weeks. 
Dr. Kane also confirmed that 
there would be entertainment at 
Manser on Wednesday nights. 

President Mastroianni 

reported that a small group of 
student leaders at Mansfield on 
campus spoke with PAS SHE 
Ghancellor Dan Greenstein 
earlier that day. He emphasized 
that there are a lot of unknowns 
in the situation, but the result is to 
combine Bloomsburg, Mansfield, 
and Lock Haven Universities 
into one accredited body. Hart 
mentioned that integration is 
still in the planning phase, so the 
earliest that any major changes 
can occur is during the 2022- 
2023 school year. Mastroianni 
encouraged students to think 
positively towards integration, 
assuring them that programs 
would not disappear, and tuition 
rates would not go up.

You’re White 

White is a color. That’s obvious. It’s 
the color of most papers, dry erase 
boards, cotton balls, etc. Caucasians 
are also considered white by the 
general public. And although I have 
the same skin color that a Caucasian 
has, I do not consider myself white.

Dad tried to teach my 
older sisters, but they never cared 
to pick it up, so he never tried with 
me. I kind of resent him for that. 
Now I go to Spanish class only 
knowing how to say “^Puedo ir al 
bano?” or “Where’s the bathroom?” 
since that’s what mom told me was 
the most important phrase to know 
when going to Mexico. I also picked 
up some curse words from my dad, 
but I don’t think that will get me an 
A in Spanish. 

I love to learn about my culture, 
but my dad isn’t much of a talker. 
So, when I would go to my Tfa 
Candela’s house, I would listen to 
her stories, cook with her, go to 
the store with her, and learn all 
that I could. She told me all about 
Quitupan, the town that my dad 
is from, and about my primos and 
tfos y tfas. There was also this one 
time that she taught me how to 
make tortillas. 

Everyone was hungry for breakfast 
and she had made an egg dish with 


veggies in it. When eating, many 
Mexicans like to have tortillas to 
put their food it. They also will 
use the tortilla as a fork. Tfa was 
making fresh tortillas for the family 
to enjoy and asked if I had wanted 
to help, and I did. She showed me 
how to mix the flour with water to 
make the dough. She then took a 
small ball, put it in between two 
pieces of wood, a tortilla press, and 
flattened it down. She lifted up the 
top piece of wood and carefully 
peeled back the dough. She placed 
it on the hot pan and let it set there. 
She flipped it with her hands, and 
we watched as it puffed up. When it 
was done, she took it off and paced 
it in a tortilla bin to cool. I then did 
a few with her help. We finished the 
rest of the day like that, me being 
amazed and her laughing at my 
amazement. 

The Life of an Immigrant 

My American grandpa and my 
dad used to argue all the time about 
whether my dad was a wetback or 
a chicken. Grandpa would always 
call my dad a wetback. He would 
say that since my dad came over 
the border and he was Mexican, it 
automatically made him a wetback. 
But my dad would say that since he 
didn’t swim, but ran over, he was a 
chicken. I loved to hear them argue 
about this, it was like listening to a 
sitcom in my house. 

The first time they argued though, 
I had to ask my mom what they 
meant. My mom had to explain 
that if someone is born in a different 
country, they aren’t considered a 
citizen. The U.S. makes noncitizens 
take a long, intensive test to become 
a citizen and they also make them 
wait on a long list. She said that 
for those reasons, a lot of Mexican 
immigrants will run the border to 
try to get over here for a better life. 
Dad was one of those immigrants. 
He ran for his family, so he could 
get a job and get money to send 
home to his family in Mexico. 

After learning all about how my 
dad ran the border, I wanted to 
learn more: where he went, what he 
did, how he and my mom had met, 
and how he got legalized. 

He told me that when he first 
came over, he worked on a farm 
with other immigrants. The woman 
in charge would give them food, 
room, and money if they worked. 
But the hours were long, and the 
food wasn’t all that great. Dad said 
that most days, she would feed 


them peanut butter and jellies. He 
now hates peanut butter and jellies. 

After he worked on the farm for a 
while, he moved to Chicago with a 
cousin. He started working at a job 
not too far from where they lived 
and was able to send home money 
for his mom. He told me a story 
about how a barber in Chicago sat 
him in a chair and cut his long, 
straight, black hair. Since he didn’t 
speak English, he didn’t know what 
to do. “The damn bastard ruined 
my hair. It was beautiful,” my dad 
will say. I never knew him with that 
kind of hair. Just his short, salt and 
pepper, Brillo pad hair. 

He met my mom on a blind date. 
My mom’s friend was dating a guy 
names Jesus, he’s now my Tfo Jesus. 
My mom had thought that Tfo 
Jesus was really good looking, so 
as a joke, she asked Tfo if he had 
any brothers. He said he had. So, 
his brother, Jose (my dad), and my 
mom, ended up going on a blind 
date. Although my mom describes 
the date as horrible (it had rained, 
she wasn’t dressed right, he tried to 
kiss her on the first date, dad could 
barely speak English etc.) My dad 
describes the date as perfect. 

My dad has never told me how 
he ended up in New York, but he 
must have, because that’s where he 
met my mom. He also never told 
me how he got his green card, but 
he got that before he met her, so I 
assume it was around Chicago time 
period. I should ask him one day. 
Being an Immigrant’s Daughter 

As the daughter of an immigrant, 
I see things that others don’t see, 
like how immigration laws affect 
someone. Being an immigrant is a 
full-time job of constant worry. Will 
you be deported? Are you going to 
be able to support your kids? Will 
your family be there when you get 
home from work? 

Nonimmigrants don’t understand 
because they haven’t been affected. 
They just live their lives without 
a care, not knowing that out in 
society, there are families who have 
been split up by the government 
because it’s better to have a child 
in the state system than to have an 
immigrant in the country. 

But me, I have a different 
perspective. I see both. I see the 
immigrant’s side since my dad is 
an immigrant, actually, most of 
my family are immigrants. But I 
also see the nonimmigrant’s side, 
because I am one.

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Lecturing during a pandemic

With classes being held remotely 
this semester, we have all come to 
know the struggles and stress that 
come with handling our classes 
online. However, in most cases, we 
rarely ever think about the other 
side of things. The assignments that 
we stress over have to be graded by 
someone, right? 

While we as students are having 
a hard time this semester, our 
professors are struggling as well. 
To get a better grasp on what the 
professors are going through this 
semester, I reached out to American 
Sign Language Adjunct Professor, 
Christine Chester, and Professor of 
English, Dr. Lynn Pifer, to see what 
this semester is like for them. Both 
Professor Chester and Dr. Pifer said 
that they had never experienced 
online instruction before, until 
last semester when they were 
thrown into it suddenly due to the 
pandemic. However, they are trying 
their best to make it work. 

Professor Chester is teaching two 
sections of American Sign Language 
and Dr. Pifer is teaching one First- 
Year Seminar, two Composition I 


courses, and one Introduction to 
Literary Studies course. While both 
are holding Zoom sessions, meaning 
they still get to “meet” with their 
students. Professor Chester and 
Dr. Pifer both do not prefer this 
method of instruction. They both 
prefer to be speaking face-to-face 
with their students and being able 
to make in-person connections. “I 
love the feel of teaching in front of a 
classroom and interacting with the 
students. I enjoy doing activities 
and games within the classroom 
setting that will help students learn 
different AST skills,” said Professor 
Chester. 

For Professor Chester, it is especially 
hard because Zoom is not a very 
effective way of learning American 
Sign Language. The activities that 
she would normally perform in 
class are not easily transferred to a 
Zoom class. However, she Zooms 
with her students on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, splitting her classes in 
half and Zooming with each half of 
the class for half of the typical class 
period time, to efficiently assess the 
students on their signing ability. 
“I need to be able to see the facial 
expressions and the signing skills 


of each one. That gives me less 
actual classroom time and I end up 
teaching the same lesson 4 times,” 
she said. She also posts video 
lectures before class for students to 
watch to review and practice over 
Zoom. 

Dr. Pifer on the other hand. Zooms 
with each of her classes once a week 
because it is the best way to keep 
her sanity due to constant prepping 
for each class. She spends most of 
her time on the computer every 
day either instructing, prepping or 
grading for her classes. “I went to a 
chiropractor last Friday because my 
neck and shoulders are so stiff from 
hunching over the keyboard. She 
asked, ‘So do you have any plans 
this weekend?’ and I laughed in her 
face. ‘Sure, I’ve got plans — stacks 
of papers to grade and discussion 
boards to read’,” she said. 

While both professors do not find 
this method of instructing ideal, 
they both have managed to find 
some positives that can be taken out 
of working from home. Professor 
Chester enjoys the fact that she can 
go outside and get some fresh air in 
between classes - and even run to 
her kitchen to grab a snack if she’s

Banned Books Week, an annual 
event organized by the Banned 
Books Week Coalition that calls 
attention to books that have been 
restricted or outright banned, 
ran from September 27, 2020, to 
October 3, 2020.

family structures and more. 

Every year, hundreds of books 
are challenged for a variety of

President Patterson gives forum on

President Charles Patterson 
presented a virtual forum on 
Mansfield’s proposed integration 
with Bloomsburg and Lock Haven 
Universities on October 8, 2020. 

Dr. Patterson began his 
presentation on integration by 
explaining how the Pennsylvania 
State System of Higher Education 
(PASSHE) works. There are 14 
institutions that all report to 
one Chancellor, currently Dan 
Greenstein. The Chancellor 
then reports to the Board of 
Governors, who is appointed by 
the Pennsylvania Governor. The 
President stated, “As a state, the 
Commonwealth has really divested 
in higher education, that is, they 
do not provide as much funding as 
they used to.” In 1992, PASSHE 
received approximately 50% of 
its funding from the state, while 
in 2018, the system received only 
27% from the state. This, in turn, 
drove up the cost of tuition and 
fees across the board and led to 
an overall decrease in enrolled 
students. 

Due to the higher costs, 
Mansfield suffered one of the 


worst enrollment declines in all of 
the PASSHE schools, losing over 
50% of enrolled students over 
an eight-year period. While not 
all schools saw such an intense 
decline, the system as a whole was 
still directly affected. To remain 
sustainable, PASSHE needed to 
come up with a way to save money 
by either increasing revenue or 
decreasing costs. They pinpointed 
a few strategies based on these 
options: focusing on enrollment 
growth, increasing retention, 
faculty retrenchment, and creating 
institutional efficiencies through 
strategic partnerships. 

Dr. Patterson explained that 
salaries take up the majority 
of Mansfield’s revenue, and 
unfortunately, this leads to the 
retrenchment of faculty in order 
to reach a balanced budget. He 
explained that it's not a pleasant 
process but is necessary to continue 
providing affordable higher 
education to students. He then 
asked, “So what else can we do 
as institutions?” and responded 
that they are researching other 
pathways, including university 
integration. He defined integration 
as “the coordination of blending 


two or more institutions into more 
efficient and functioning entities 
while retaining the name, presence, 
and preserving the cultural and 
community identity for regional 
institutions and their rural 
communities.” These entities will 
only have one president, a single 
faculty and staff, a single program 
array, and a single combined 
budget. Bloomsburg, Mansfield, 
and Lock Haven are set to be the 
Northeast integrated entity, while 
Clarion, California, and Edinboro 
will be the Western integrated entity. 

Overall goals include maintaining 
high-quality educational 

opportunities for students, honoring 
and engaging key stakeholders such 
as alumni and donors, meeting 
regional economic needs, realizing 
cost-savings, and leveraging 
talented faculty and staff. President 
Patterson noted that integration can 
expand opportunities by sharing 
instruction across institutions, 2+2 
programs, and 4+1 programs to 
complete master’s degrees. 

The process of pursuing 
integration is already underway. 
The first step was to conduct a 
review of the financial stability of 
the PASSHE schools, which lasted 


integration 

from July - October of 2020. The 
next step, which lasts from October 
2020 through April 2021, is to 
create working groups across the 
schools and ultimately create a solid 
plan. This plan will then be made 
available to the public for review 
and then submitted to the Board of 
Governors for final approval. Plans 
will be implemented as early as 
July 2021, meaning that Fall 2021 
would be the first semester under 
the proposed entities. 

Dr. Patterson ended the forum by 
answering questions submitted by 
students regarding how integration 
will affect Mansfield. He ended his 
presentation by saying “Hopefully 
I’ve shown you that it’s a very 
transparent process. It’s consultative 
by design; it is to get at efficiency, 
it is to recoup those costs, and to 
invest those costs into the higher 
education student-focused mission 
that every institution and every 
university should always be acutely 
focused on.”

Mansfield University celebrated 
Homecoming from October 19- 
24 with a week-long schedule of 
virtual events for alumni and the 
MU community. 

The Alumni Affairs & 
Advancement Office, composed 
of director Casey Wood ‘02 and 
management technician Dana 
Neill, scheduled a week-long 
Homecoming, as opposed to the 
traditional three-day celebration 
of 2019. Wood said, “The only 
responsible way the alumni office 
could establish a platform for 
alumni to engage with students 
was in a virtual space. There were 
no in-person events planned as 
part of Virtual Homecoming 2020. 
This was an intentional decision, 
placing the health and safety of our 
students and campus community as 
our number one priority.” 

“Like most things affected 
by COVID, planning for 
Homecoming was a fluid process. 
We knew Homecoming 2020 
would look different. With no end 
in sight regarding the pandemic and 
spread of the virus being a major 
concern, we were forced to pivot to 
a virtual agenda. It was simply the 
right thing to do.” 

The Homecoming docket 
included: an Open Mic for Writers 
led by Ashley Ensminger ‘13, a 
Zoom on Athletics During and 
Post COVID-19 featuring Ereddie 
Coleman ‘87, a Zoom on Applying 
and Transitioning Professional 
Roles During a Pandemic given by 
Nichole Lefelhoc, the Introduction 
of the Alumni Diversity and 
Inclusion Council, a Showcase of 
Biology Research in Collaboration 
with the American Cancer 
Association (ACS) by Dr. Kristen 
Long, virtual Breakout Reunions 
for alumni, a virtual Mixology 
Happy Hour, a virtual Greek Mixer 
with a featured Mixology session, a 
Virtual 5 k Run/Walk, a Virtual 
Tailgate, and a virtual Dance Party. 

Wood said, “I had a lot of 
conversations with our Alumni 
Board in regards to [planning 
Homecoming events]. I had 
some conversations with folks 
in Student Affairs,... student 
athletics, some student-athletes, 
some community members... 
The agenda was diverse in scope, 
providing an array of opportunities 
for various constituents. The idea 
behind creating a week-long virtual 


homecoming agenda was to provide 
opportunities for groups to engage, 
discover and celebrate.” 

In preparation for Homecoming, 
students painted windows in 
downtown Mansfield and the 
Alumni Affairs Office handed out 
around 200 Homecoming t-shirts 
on South Hall Mall. 

Parallel to Homecoming, the 
Athletics Department held a 
Virtual 5k Run/Walk to round out 
a week of cancer awareness-related 
activities. Student Life and Living 
scheduled a Zoom performance of 
comedian Maya May and showed 
“The King of Staten Island” on 
Spaulding Lield. 

The Biology ACS presentation 
yielded over 150 participants, and 
alum Ereddie Coleman’s Athletics 
Zoom had at least 30, and most 
events averaged 10-15 attendees. 
“The whole week had over 300 
people participate across the 
board. Lolks from the community, 
alumni, students, faculty and staff... 
Probably 90% [of participants were 
alumni].” 

Pre-registration via a web form 
was required for some events, which 
closed two days or so in advance of 
each event. Wood said, “There were 
a few events, such as the Happy 
Hour with the Mixology session 
and the Tailgate package, that 
required some pre-registration... 
to ensure that anyone interested 
in participating... or securing a 
tailgate package received it in the 
appropriate time frame so that they 
could participate in the session... 
[We want] to see what session they 
are engaging with... [allowing] us 
to continue to follow up with those 
individuals.” 

Wood concluded, “Virtual 
Homecoming 2020 was a success, 
and many connections were made. 
Although we look forward to 
transitioning back to a face-to-face 
homecoming platform, we learned 
a lot from this year and recognized 
opportunities for future virtual 
programming throughout the year. 
There’s always room to grow, there 
are always opportunities that maybe 
we could have capitalized on...but I 
wouldn’t even focus on that. In the 
end, I think [Homecoming] was 
highly successful, I think we did 
things that were far more extensive 
than other institutions. Especially 
transitioning from a weekend to a 
week-long event.”

"All is Not What it Might Seem"

“All is Not What it Might Seem,” 
an exhibition by artist Angela 
Kelly, was on display in the Loomis 
Gallery from October 5, 2020, 
through November 5, 2020. 

A Francis Endowed Professor 
of Photography at the Rochester 
Institute of Technology (RIT) in 
Rochester, New York, Angela Kelly 
is an Irish artist, currently residing 
in Rochester, and her photographs 
have been published in multiple 
works such as “A History of 
Women Photographers” (2010) by 
Naomi Rosenblum, “Photography 


and the Artist’s Book” (2012) and 
“The Photograph and the Album” 
(2013). Kelly’s work has also been 
featured in displays and collections 
at The Art Institute of Chicago, 
the MacArthur Foundation, 
The Museum of Contemporary 
Photography, the Arts Council of 
London, and many more. 

In this exhibit, displayed in the 
Loomis Gallery located in Allen 
Hall, Angela Kelly’s work focuses 
on, “Interpreting the Image 
as a Fragment of memory,” as 
she stated in her Artist Talk on 
Thursday, November 5, 2020. 

Her photographs are centered on 


the concept of place, specifically, 
the idea of a place being a location 
of both memory and history. 
In her Artist Statement for this 
exhibit, Kelly stated that her work 
“embodies a personal encounter 
with the past in the present.” 

“All is Not What it Might 
Seem” includes photographs 
from multiple series such as “The 
Wind that Shakes the Barley” (a 
6-image display. Featuring images 
of Belfast, Ireland), “Catharsis” (6 
images. Belfast, Ireland), “Mary 
Somerville, Lewis Hine, and Me” 
(8 images. Georgia. Focused on 
child labor and draws inspiration 


from Angela Kelly’s mother as well 
as the photographic work of Lewis 
Hine), “Typewriter” (3 images. 
Pays homage to Virginia Woolf, 
John Keats, and Rodney Graham), 
and Lament (10 images. Centered 
around the remnants of an Irish 
famine village and the surrounding 
area in Co. Clare, Eire). 

In addition to the gallery exhibit, 
a workshop was held for students 
at Mansfield University; a two-day 
event that began Tuesday, October 
20, 2020, with a presentation and 
lecture given by Kelly. Students 
were given an assignment to 
complete over the course of the 


week, and a critique was held on 
the following Tuesday, October 27, 
2020 .

Back to the grave: Soul Searchers take on North Hall

As most students know, there is 
believed to be a ghost who resides on 
campus, specifically in North Hall, 
whom everyone refers to as Sarah. 
While there are many tales about 
her and what may have happened, 
no one has ever been able to 
identify who exactly this ghost may 
be and whatever happened to her. 
However, there have been many 
occurrences of paranormal activity 
that multiple people have witnessed 
over the years. 

In 2016, Kevin Bamonte and his 
team Soul Searchers traveled here to 
Mansfield to explore North Hall to 
try and capture paranormal activity 
in our library for an episode on their 
YouTube channel - Soul Searchers 
TV. This week, I talked to Kevin 
about his experience in North Hall, 
as well as with the group. He gave 
me lots of good and interesting 
information regarding his findings 
and the process behind it. 

Before coming to investigate, 
Kevin had heard the stories about 
Sarah and other activity on campus, 
as many others have. “I visited 
the university with my family for 


an Odyssey of the Minds event 
back years ago and the activity at 
North Hall was quite the topic of 
conversation,” he said. Kevin and 
his team have had a lot of experience 
investigating paranormal activity, 
the first location was an abandoned 
home in Montoursville that a 
friend of theirs had owned that he 
says turned out to be incredibly 
haunted. “Our group investigated 
it every weekend for over a year, I 
can say we’ve seen and heard a lot!” 
he said. 

The process of searching for 
paranormal activity is a lot of long 
hours, according to Kevin. There 
were two parts to their project at 
North Hall that evening - the actual 
investigation and the equipment 
setup. The team also had to shoot 
for the episode, meaning that they 
had to film the narrative, history, 
backstories, support footage, 
and conduct interviews. Kevin 
said that this took some time to 
complete. Each part was assigned 
to different teams, so it was a long 
day of investigating. “The formal 
investigation was about 3 hours, 
but we were working for almost 12 
and had the cameras and equipment 


rolling most of the time so there was 
a lot of raw material to go through. 
I found some evidence (voices 
and unexplained shadows and 
movements) while looking through 
the episode support footage which 
was pretty cool.” he said Kevin 
also mentioned that the process 
is different for them than it is for 
those with TV shows, “unlike TV 
shows that condense investigations 
things don’t just happen on cue 
and they usually happen when you 
least expect it - like during a setup, 
so you always have to be on your 
toes.” he said. 

When asked what the most 
interesting thing they found 
during the investigation was, Kevin 
answered that there were times 
where they had some small things 
happen that they couldn’t easily 
explain. “Mostly noises and knocks 
just out of sight from where we’d 
be investigating. It felt more like 
someone was just curious enough 
to watch but not fully engaged,” he 
said. Kevin also mentioned that the 
consistency of the stories they heard 
was very interesting, receiving 
many stories from alumni and 
others that have been to the library. 


“Once word of the episode got 
out our social media pages began 
filling with accounts of people’s 
experiences at North Hall, and they 
all had very similar stories, so that 
was pretty exciting,” said Kevin. 

When watching an investigation 
about paranormal activity, a 
common question we have is “How 
do we know that what they are 
picking up isn’t just them making 
noise themselves?” Kevin answered 
this question by saying that they are 
very careful with “contamination.” 
If someone on their team whispers, 
shuffles their feet or makes any 
noise they immediately call it out. 
When they review the footage, 
the contamination is ignored. 
“Anything even remotely suspicious 
is thrown out - we err on the side of 
caution and only the absolute best 
of the best evidence is presented 
in the episodes,” he said. Another 
question many may have is “How 
does the equipment they use work?” 
Kevin said that they primarily use 
recorders to capture video/audio 
and K2 meters to capture magnetic 
field fluctuations around them. 
The technology that they use just 
lets them know that someone or 


something is there and trying to 
communicate with them. After 
that, the team just tries to have a 
conversation and see if they can 
capture any cues or responses. “The 
technology fades to the background 
as we focus on just trying to 
communicate,” he said. 

While North Hall had some 
interesting findings, when asked 
which location, other than 
Mansfield, he found to be the most 
interesting with Soul Searchers, 
Kevin said that there are many 
locations, as they have been very 
fortunate with their episodes 
opening many opportunities 
to explore incredible locations. 
However, as far as the most haunted 
place they have experienced, he said 
that the house in Montoursville was 
it. “We captured over 14 different 
voices talking with us in the dark 
and things happened there that still 
make me shiver,” he said. Kevin 
also mentioned to me that they 
are interested in coming back to 
North Hall and the MU campus 
to possibly do another episode in 
the future. What would Sarah say 
about that...

The purpose of Homecoming is to 
welcome alumni back to their alma 
mater, celebrating their time spent 
here, and reflecting on the history 
of Mansfield University. It’s also a 
time for current students to show 
some school spirit before heading 
into the end of the semester. As a 
student residing on campus, I felt 
that planners missed an opportunity 
to reach out to on-campus students, 
a group looking for stuff to do that’s 
not school or Zoom. 

I recognize that with current 
COVID-19 restrictions, the 
Alumni Affairs & Advancement 
Office had a monumental task to 
undertake. 

Discussions about potential events 
for students this semester always 
come back to one term: “Zoom 
burn-out.” As a resident assistant, 
I understand that seeing the word 
“Zoom” under any student life 
event is enough to discourage 
participation. The advertised 
Homecoming week was exclusively 
virtual events, some of which 
related directly to academia, which 
is what students already experience 


on a daily basis. 

The planning of Homecoming, 
according to Casey Wood, “was 
in play for 6-7 months, the actual 
planning of when we decided to 
move to a virtual event and expand 
it from a weekend event to a week- 
long event, probably [lasted] from 
the end of July to the beginning 
of August.” While the Alumni 
Board and other authorities were 
consulted, when asked. Student 
Government Association members 
stated they were absent from 
planning discussions. A poll of on- 
campus students revealed that they 
were uninvolved in the process as 
well. 

The Open Mic for Writers I 
attended had three participants. 
The downtown window painting, 
one of the most successful events, 
was a preparatory event, and the 
free Homecoming t-shirts didn’t 
last long enough for me to grab 
one (I did manage to secure a 
substitute Mountie shirt which 
was being handed out). The three 
music events over the weekend 
were streamed live by alum Bryan 
Lane ‘84 at WUTC in Tennessee 
and on its website, but WNTE, 


the campus radio station, was given 
little consultation, assistance, or 
credit in hosting the events they 
were assigned to. 

On the issue of advertising, 
there were no on-campus posters 
advertising Homecoming events, 
and the official schedule graphic 
was not distributed through email 
- only on MU’s Facebook and in 
a reply to a tweet on Twitter. The 
faithful Mountie Minute advertised 
the registration page twice, which 
existed in place of an official agenda, 
and MU’s website campus calendar 
was empty regarding Homecoming. 

The registration page, often the 
first step for students looking to 
participate, was directed at alumni. 
A section for billing information 
(for one or two events) appeared 
above the events themselves, each 
of which had a donation slider 
for Athletics, pancreatic cancer 
research, and a legacy scholarship 
fund. Current students generally 
aren’t known for donating, and 
along with “alumni@mansfield. 
edu” being the contact email, the 
registration page felt designated for 
alumni. 

I registered for an event using the 


drop-down menus provided, and 
a few days later, I was contacted 
directly by Alumni Affairs asking 
for clarification on my “I wish to 
attend” registration, where there 
should not have been confusion. 
Several announcement emails were 
sent out with Zoom links before 
Homecoming sessions, negating 
any need to register for many events. 
The required registration was 
sensible for a minority of the events, 
including the tailgate package and 
the 21-and-up Mixology session. 

The lack of public advertising 
did not market successfully to on- 
campus residents. In a poll of II4 
students walking into Manser, 6 
were aware of Homecoming but 
not attending, 8 were attending 
events they were involved with, 
and 100 had little to no idea 
what Homecoming 2020 was. 
Throughout the week, the official 
hashtag #MansfieldHomecoming 
gained 15 posts on Twitter, 8 
posts on Instagram, and 22 posts 
on Facebook (total of 45), which 
includes posts made by official MU 
accounts. 

According to Wood, over 
300 participants celebrated 


Students recieve $4,000 from NASA

Caitlin Beauduy and I both received 
a $4,000 research scholarship for 
the 2020-2021 academic year 
from the NASA Pennsylvania State 
Grant Consortium for our work on 
pancreatic cancer. 

When applying for the scholarship, 
I had to write a proposal about 
my research. I had to explain 
what my research project is and 
why it is important. Along with 
receiving this scholarship, we need 
to do 5 hours of STEM outreach/ 
mentoring in the Fall 2020 and 
Spring 2021 semesters which 
equates to ten hours total. 

For my research project, I am 



exploring the anti-tumor effects of 
an herbal Chinese medicine called 
icariin. I am trying to find out if 
icariin could potentially be used 
as a type of therapy for pancreatic 
cancer. 

There are currently no successful 
cancer treatments for pancreatic 
cancer. Pancreatic tumors can 
form a protective layer around 
themselves, so chemotherapy and 
radiation therapies are not able 
to penetrate the tumor to kill it. 
Pancreatic cancer patients are also 
not able to get surgery because there 
are too many blood vessels in the 
area of the pancreas, and surgery 
could cause the patient to bleed 
out. It is super important to try and 


find something that could work 
as a therapy, so studying herbal 
medications could help us develop 
a therapy. 

It is believed that icariin works by 
causing apoptosis, or programmed 
cell death, via a molecular signaling 
pathway involving the gene, p53. 
Up to 50% of solid tumors have 
at least one mutated copy of this 
gene. I hypothesize that continuous 
exposure to icariin can cause the 
cancer cells to go through a process 
called loss of heterozygosity. This 
is a process in which the cells 
can develop a second copy of the 
mutated gene. Having two copies 
of this mutated gene can cause the 
cancer to become more aggressive 


and even harder to treat. If I find 
evidence that icariin causes loss of 
heterozygosity, that means that 
icariin could create more aggressive 
pancreatic cancer. This would show 
the scientific/medical community 
that this drug would not be a 
beneficial therapy for patients 
bearing p53 mutations. 

Receiving this scholarship has 
allowed us to keep our lab up and 
running. Unfortunately, we do not 
receive a lot of funding to help the 
students’ research projects. This 
scholarship allows us to buy the 
necessary materials to make our 
projects as successful as possible. 
I am truly grateful to have been 
selected to receive this scholarship.

I would have liked to see 
(COVID-19 permitting) a socially 
distant event on Van Norman field, 
a social media-focused Spirit Week, 
a Homecoming Court election over 
Zoom, followed by a historical 
presentation of MU’s history. Or 
maybe we could all just blast music 
out of our dorm windows at a 
designated time. 

I spent Homecoming week with a 
determination to stay involved, and 
I had a blast attending everything 
I could while creating more 
events myself While participation 
is always up to the student, a 
majority of college students need 
an opportunity to get involved. 
Homecoming, in my eyes, fell short 
of this perfect opportunity to give 
every on-campus student a unique, 
spirit-filled, celebratory experience. 


I am very interested in cancer 
research, so conducting this research 
project is allowing my passion to 
continue growing. Every person 
is affected by cancer, whether it 
be directly or indirectly. This is a 
very tragic disease and I want to be 
an active member of the research 
community to help find successful 
cancer therapies. 

I would like to thank my advisor. 
Dr. Long, as well as all of the other 
research students in her lab. They 
have given me tons of support and 
advice. Also, a huge congratulations 
to Caitlin for also being selected to 
receive this amazing scholarship!

“When I first heard the season 
was canceled, it felt like it was a 


long time coming. If you watch 
the news at all, it was not hard to 
see that a season for us was very 
unlikely. But even knowing that, 
when they officially postponed it, 
it was still heartbreaking,” he said. 
For Yarnevich, it is weird to come 
back to MU and not jump right 
into his season. His team is one 
big family to him, and he normally 
spends most of his days with them; 
however, now things are much 
different. 

As for practicing, Yarnevich and 
his team are still putting in the 
work in the case that they do have a 
season in the spring. The team has 
started lifting and conditioning. 


but their activity together is 
limited. Yarnevich goes to a gym in 
Wellsboro on his own time to put in 
some extra work himself. As well as 
with every other sport on campus, 
there is obvious uncertainty about 
whether or not football will have a 
season this year. “It is hard to know 
that we could be doing all this 
work and we still might not have a 
season in the spring. It is especially 
hard because it is mostly out of our 
control. We, as athletes, are doing 
everything we can to ensure we 
have a season. Hopefully, in the 
spring, things will be more normal. 
If we do have a season, I imagine we 
will still have to do most things in 


pods and not as a team as a whole.” 
he said. 

While Yarnevich is still practicing 
for his season, he has also found 
other ways to spend his time on 
campus. Because sports are not 
as time-consuming this year, 
Yarnevich is taking this time to 
keep up with his schoolwork. “I 
think that this semester is much 
harder and a lot more work. So, I 
have tried to really take advantage 
of this time to make sure my grades 
are good,” he said. Yarnevich is 
normally on the go from the time 
he wakes up in the morning until 
the time he goes to sleep at night 
during football season, so he is using 


this time to put into his studies. 

When I asked Yarnevich what he is 
missing the most about his season, 
he said that he missed gamedays 
with his teammates the most. “It 
is such a special feeling, and there 
is nothing like it. It is so hard to 
turn on the TV and see college 
football going on, but we can’t 
play. Hopefully, things will return 
to normal soon,” he said. We wish 
Yarnevich and his team luck and are 
hopeful that they will get to have a 
spring season!
